HISTORY. 

^^HE Acadcm> li .1 i- orijfin in ihv desire of Mk. Stkpukn G. WknTW'ORTH to erect a incmiincnl to the ujc-mory 
^ or bU decea ' I on. WitciAJi WxitTWORTH. Ib the yetr 1880 a mitable bailditiK for a day school was pur- 
chauied, and in S^plt-tnlter of the MOte year the doors won- opened for students. H. I,. Hobson, now of the 
IfeCannlck TticoloKical Seminary, was ehOMii as Prhteipal.and the present Saperintcndcnt was selecud us his associate. 
In April, 1881, a charter was aeetired, and the school was authorimd to confer such degrees and marks of distinction 
a* are tistially granted by literary institiilions. A t>or»rc! of seven tnistfo* was appointed, consisting; of nicnil>ors of the 
dificrcut Protestant chnrches of Lexington. At the end ol the tSrst year Mr. HobMO retired to enter the niini<itry, and 
the present Saperintendent, who haa ever ahWe been at the head of lU^ seho^, was left in charge. Daring the second 
vt-ar the military feature was added, making this the pioneer of military schools in the West. It wns soon Hi-enicd 
advinable to make the school a boarding-school, and the liberality of the founder at once provided a suitable building. 
This building soon proved inadeqaatie (br the InicreiKdng patronage, and Mr. Wentworth donated the preacat gro an J aT 
'ip4il^^<^i<i8B stnndit\g. 

Through the fostering care of the founder and the liberality of the citi/.cnii ol Lexington and Lafayette County, 
insprovenenta have been made as the needs of the school have demanded. The sehool has steadily grown in pnhlk 
favor, as its itndcnts have gone forth into puldic life or to distinRnish themselves in universities forwhicli it prepnrcd 
them. Several universities in the East and in the West have recognized the merit of its work by offering i'RKK 
aoBOLAaaKiPS to its grsdoates. and to receive them without further examimttion. The preaoit management has a 
lease of thirty yeat^ on tlie school, nnd. having; londticted it through the attMff^aa rfita yqiatfit feabiwianantait in 
believing that the same succcsti will attend it in the future as in the past. 
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The career of our school, showing itn steadily increasing patronage, its strengthening hold on popular favor, its 
broadening cnrriculnm, both academic and militar)', bespeaks the merit and seriousness of its work. Established not 
as n Snancial enterprise, bul as a gratuitous monument from the educational impulses of a worthy founder, it lives 
to-day the i.KADi.Nn militaky .school . ia the .West, haviti|j; braved. diGB/Cutties. wJbidt our c o m p e ti tDWt^ ditferent 
bases, have been nnnhle to surmount. 

Reco|»ni/Mi;^ tiie virtue of ilie work at Weutworth Military Academj^^jfllfrwerit of its perseverance, its genu- 
ineness as an KuilcvTuK OK vouNd MRN. the Comninnweallh of the State of Mi«iouri has gained for the institution 
national notice, resulting in the detail of a U. S. Army oGlcer. who superintends our military routine, secures for ns 
eciuipmentd, and intiodncessadii feattHCA of regular army UCe as mny. be consideKd' mdVMitigeoasa»l toudfale far:* 
sduiol for boys.

HIS is (he oldest mtlhary ^hool in Ibe State of Missouri. The military idea is grovving, and many schools 
•re adopting the featare. Ita itill benefitit, however, cannot be realized in any bnt a board ing-^ichool. where 
the stadienta are all together; and where their rising, retiring, assembling for meaU nnd stndy. their care for 
thi ir rooms and dress, and, in fact, .ill their duties, are regalated by the military requirements. Kor nhietcen ymnmi 
have had this feature In the school, and Snvn it we ba\re derived moat gratifying results. We have incorporated it, not 
for the purpose of training our pupils for military life, but on account of the many ad%'antages derived from it in achool 
government, and on account of the many benefits which our students obtain from the system. It consoflica no tinte 
that would otherwise be devoted to study, as the hours used for it would, in other schools, be givea to nwn*tidn 
Ttt^Cim ttp a few of the many reasons for adopting the military feature, we believe : 

Ibt. That it contributes to diligence in sttidy. The best men in the drill as • rule, are the best in their shidies. 

3t1. Tliat it contributes to good beh.ivior. The penalties are of a dignified character, and while well graded, 
according to the offense, and some of them se\'ere. tbey are not snch as to crnsta the spirit of a boy. Beitig recognised 
M a part of the military discipline, they are received without the protests that are frequently made against penalties 
Inflicted in school.
